Thus far the President lias 


enjpyed much the better of it in 
thia contest of wits. 


With few exceptions, his ut- 


ter'ahces to the public or to 
Congress have hit a responsive 
chord. 


The Democai-ts are searching 


foi-'-a national chairman to unify 
their; ranks, to get the party out 
of hock from the '68. campaign, 
and to sound a tocsin which may 
oiitying the White House bell. 


The Presidential obligation is 


much higher, or certainly should 
be,; than bending to public whim 
liks , a 
wheat 
straw 
in 
the 


slightest breeze. 


National policy, even U.S. sur- 


vival, from time to time may 
require a White House posture 
which 
is not 
overly 
popular 


throughout the countryside. 


Yet if the White House con- 


sistently steers a course com- 
pletely at odds with majority 
thinking, only chaos can result. 


The requirement, then, is for 


the. -President to make under- 
standable that which is unknown 
or "distrusted by the public, and 
for him to sound the depth of the 
political waters upon which he is 
sailing the ship of state. 


George E. Reedy, a one time 


press secretary to Lyndon John- 
son, has written some timelv 
observations concerning the dif- 
ficulty of keeping White House 
thinking and public sentiment 
reasonably close to one another. 


Few men entered the White 


House better acquainted with the 
feel for public sentiment than did 
LE.I. 


His nolitical acument as ma- 


jority leader in the Senate had no 
peer and for the first part of his 
fully elected term. Johnson as 
President and Johnson as the 
public's mind reader were un- 
surpassed. 


By 1966, writes Reedy, his 


former boss had lost that skill 
because of the isolation in which 
he lived and worked. 


This isolation is not one of 


choice, but one of circumstance 
which has grown up around the 
presidency. 


The job itself is too great for 


one human mind to fulfill in all 
of its intricacies and the Presi- 
dent is forced to rely upon a 
battalion of aides for judgments 
in specialized fields. 


Unfortunately, some of these 


aides are not the experts they 
are touted and practically all of 
them 
are bending the. Presi- 


dential ear to accord priority to 
their own pet projects. 


Insulating the President from 


the public is a standard pro- 
cedure among the White House 
retinue. 


Johnson fell into this muffling 
trap. 


Although many an LBJ corps- 


man complained of his heavy- 
handed driving manners, none 
chose to dispute his demands on 
their time, nor to state forcibly 
what their instincts and own 
public soundings indicated to be a 
collision course for their chief. 


Reedy leaves to guesswork how 


Johnson would have reacted to 
less than full yesmanship from 
his lieutenants, but his point is 
undisputed that LBJ's assistants 
diligently screened him off from 
the 
W h i t e 
Ho use's 
outer 


perimeter. 


Remarkably, Nixon has kept 


this fog from his binoculars and 
if he can maintain that sort of 
20-20 vision he will be the first 
President since FDR in his early 
New 
Deal 
days 
to 
have ah 


unimneded ground level view of 
the situation. 


The Presidency has bee,n called 


the world's loneliest job. 


It 
can 
also 
be 
the most 


deceptive to the incumbent if he 
is not as perceptive in office as 
he was when campaigning for the 
office. 


New Climate Threat 


A British meteorologist warns 


that Soviet plans to divert three 
giant Siberian rivers from the 
Arctic, where they now empty, to 
the desert region between the 
Caspian and Aral seas could have 
serious 
consequences 
to t ii e 


world's climate. 


.The Soviets are known to have 


considered the mammoth project, 
which would involve construction 
of thousands of miles of canals, 
for at least 15 years. Probably it 
is Hie long range effects of the 
diversion which have stalled the 
project, but there are reports 
some construction work on the 
canals now is underway. 


Hubert Lamb, the 
British 


elimatologist who is raisins: the 
alai-m, estimates that half the 
fresh water now flowing into the 
Arctic region would be diverted 
if the waters from the Pechora, 
Ob and 
Yenisei 
rivers 
were 


routed to the arid region in the 
south. This could cause a melting 


of the ice cap of the North, since 
the surface waters would have a 
higher brine content. 


To the Soviets, however, the 


immediate advantages are com- 
pelling. Providing a continuous 
supply of water to the Caspian 
and Aral seas, both of which 
have been drying up, and the 
desert region in between could 
mean reclaiming 85 million acres 
of arid land and draining 150 
million acres of swamp. 


Valuable t h o u g h these rec- 


lamations would be, they pale by 
comparison to the damage which 
could result from any significant 
melting of the polar ice cap. The 
most extreme results could in- 
clude vast new desert regions 
appearing throughout the world, 
including parts of North Ameri- 
ca. 


Scientists everywhere 
should 


take note of this, particularly if 
it is true the Russians already 
have started on their dangerous 
folly. 


Solution For Sports 


The first complaint about over-

baseball a horsehide). 


But the twilight zone now 


involves not two, but four or half 
a dozen sports. Pro football ends 
just as baseball's spring training 
starts, baseball runs into football 
in autumn, and basketball bangs 
headon into both. And indoor 
track picks up where others leave 
off. 


In every season there is a 


plethora, a glut, surfeit of sports. 
This makes it impossible for the 
dedicated all-sports fan to give 
any sport the attention it de- 
serves. 


Perhaps a remedy would be to 


select 25 major sports, with each 
given two weeks as its season 
and forbidden during the rest of 
the year. This would give the fan 
a chance to concentrate. 


The two weeks left 
vacant 


could be devoted to an all-Kporta 
spectacular—public 
punishment, 


such as drawing and quartering, 
for broadcasters, sportswriters, 
etc., who mentioned any sport 
out of season. It might draw the 
biggest crowds of the year.

The 
infection in human lungs can 
follow inhaling the dust from 
the feathers of infected birds.

The situation is not entirely 


promising. You are bound to 
lose a diamond, come what 
may, so to make the contract 
you will have to play both the 
hearts and the clubs without 
loss, 
even 
though you 
are 


missing four to the queen of 
each suit. 


Ordinarily, you would play lor 


the drop, which is the mathe- 
matically recommended method 
when missing four to the queen. 
You would hope the A-K will 


catch the queen on the livsl or 
second round. 


But 
playing for 
the

would not be a smart move in 
the present case. The opponents 
did voluntarily bid four spades, 
and it is reasonable to suppose 
that (hey would not have done 
so if tliey nacli had two hearts 
and two clubs to lose on top of 
two diamonds — for in that 
case they would he subjecting 
themselves to an 800-point pen- 
alty.

either one or the other of the 
opponents will have singletons 
(possibly a void) in the key 
suits. 


Accordingly, you lead a heart 


to the ace and return a heart on 
which 
East 
plays 
the ten. 


Consistent with your theory, you 
finesse the jack. West shows 
out, discarding a diamond, and 
you are greatly pleased to have 
surmounted the first hurdle. 


The next problem is to deal 


with the clubs. Since you have 
already successfully p l a y e d 
West for a singleton heart, you 
should 
forestall 
any 
possible 


charge of discrimination and 
assume that East is the de- 
fender who is short in clubs. 


After 
drawing East's 
last 


trump, you cash the king of 
clubs and finesse the ten. This 
operation likewise proves to be 
a huge success, and the reward 
[or having twice transgressed 
the mathematical percentages 
is that you make five hearts.
